We j 
have organized our human relations, which constitute the on 
fabric of society, without studying or understanding man. at 
We have used as a basic principle that an individual or a gr 
group can be advanced at the expense of others in the same — 
field. Quite the contrary is true. The basic law of human 
relations is that each man is his brother’s keeper. The 
well-being of each individual and each group is interdepen¬ 
dent upon the well-being of others. 

“The underlying law is the new ccmmandment formu¬ 
lated by Christ over nineteen centuries age—a command¬ 
ment to love a neighbor as ourselvei. This new command¬ 
ment states the basic law of human relations which should 
guide all of our relationships, without which we cannot have 
material wealth or lasting cultural and spiritual power. 

“Until we stop trying to separate the principles of 
^ Christianity from business dealings, until an employer 
scrupulously gives his humblest employee all that he has 
honestly earned, we shall have injustice, unrest, and all 
•> the evils born of them. The most practical, enriching ex¬ 
perience that business holds comes from organized efforts 
[_ for cooperation of the whole work group—the sharing oi 
■> information, the fusion of effort, the spirit to make improve- 
p ments, the will to share justly and equitably the returns 
* from joint efforts. 

“The real cause of our economic debacle is dishonesty— 
e conscious or unconscious. Employers or investors who 
took advantage of their position to protect their interesls at 
the expense of others—declaring high dividends and stock 
d dividends aud leaving workers’ incomes insecure and low, 
y t those who hoped to make fortunes by speculation, those who 
£ did not give honest service, have all contributed to om pre- 
7 sent economic unrest.

The ‘’’Empress of Britain”, built 
largely to develop a new class of 
de luxe American trade for the 
Canadian route to Europe has jus¬ 
tified our "best expectations, and 
up to the end of the world-cruise 
in April next a reasonably good 
profit on her operations is assur¬ 
ed. The Royal York Hotel at Tor¬ 
onto has also done very well con¬ 
sidering existing conditions and 
the need for such a convenience 
for the traveling public In that 
city is just as great now as when 
the announcement of its building 
was so enthusiastically hailed, »It 
is upon such forward moves 
as these that Canadian develop¬ 
ment must ever be predicated. If 
the original building of the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific had been held up un¬ 
til existing traffic Justified its oper¬ 
ation Canadian national develop¬ 
ment would now be decades behind 
its present (position. 

"Over the past year railways 
have been more adversely affected 
by the general trade contraction 
than has any other branch of in¬ 
dustry.

| dicated by the actual experience of 
I the last 60 years, which not only con¬ 
firms the recurrence of drought per- 
| iods, but also suggests the interval, 
j However, it is clear that it would be 
of the greatest value to be able to 
forecast the date, duration, and inten¬ 
sity of each-drought period with some 
accuracy, as well as to anticipate the 
increasing rainfall of the wet phase. 
This would not only permit the tak¬ 
ing of the necessary precautions 
against the disasters due to drought, 
but it would also make possible the 
development of an optimum system 
of management. This would enable 
the farmer to fit his crops and meth¬ 
ods of tillage to the variations in rain¬ 
fall and would permit the stockman 
to increase or decrease his herds or

Canada exports about 78 per cent, 
of all the wheat sold in the world 
market each year by the British Em¬ 
pire, it is computed by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics. Similarly, Aus¬ 
tralia exports 19.4 per cent and Brit¬ 
ish India. 2.2 per cent. 

In a report dealing with wheat 
statistics, the bureau places the aver¬ 
age annual consumption of wheat in 
Great Britain at 244,339,000 bushels. 
Of this total, home production ac¬ 
counts for 49,261,000 bushels, leaving 
I the balance Imported. Canada’s aver¬ 
age export is 257,863,000 bushels —

Acreage For 1932 
Russia plans to sow 348,000,000 
acres to crops for harvest next fall— 
8,000,000 more than last year. 

This was reported by the United 
States agriculture department which 
also said the 1931 wheat crop of Rus¬ 
sia, the world's largest producer, 
“may definitely be considered a poor

The 1932 plan for the spring sown 
area calls for 252,000,000 acres com¬ 
pared with 241,000,000 planted last 
spring. The largest increase in this 
area, however, will be In Industrial 
crops, such as cotton and flax, with 
the spring wheat acreage remaining 
practically the same. Spring wheat 
is the most important. 

“A further significant factor in the 
situation,” the department’s Berlin ob¬ 
server reported, "is the announcement 
by the Soviet authorities that they in¬ 
tend to concentrate on quality rather 
than quantity.”
